Lineups at gates 


The perimeter fence will be 
roped to preserve spaces 

for those who line up early. 
You cannot save a space for 
others. Lineups will be 
patrolled by Security crew 
volunteers, and numbers will 
be issued. 


Controlled entry 


To control the rush at the 
gates, patrons will enter the site 
in groups of 25 at one-minute 
intervals and asked to walk 
rather than run. Gates open 
one hour before shows begin. 


Wristbands 


As you enter the gate this year, 
your ticket will be exchanged 
for a wristband. Except for 
seniors and children 11 years 
and under, all festival patrons 
must wear a wristband. If you 
want to leave the park and 
return later, the wristband will 
be your ticket back onto the 
site. You can trade a weekend 
pass for a weekend wristband 
or individual tickets for 
individual day wristbands. 


e take pride in the fact 
that folk festival fans 
are, for the most part, considerate 
of each other, and that heavy 
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Blankets, tarps 
and tents 


¢ Use only the space you 
need. Tarp sizes are limited 
to 8 feet by 10 feet. 

¢ Only low-sitting lawn chairs 
are allowed. 

¢ Tents and lean-tos can be 
set up at the top of the hill 
only. Tents will be limited to 
a designated area. 


¢ Low-lying lean-tos can be 
used lower on the hill only 
during inclement weather. 


e Take your belongings with 
you at the end of each day. 
Any tarps left overnight 
can be claimed the next day 
at the Journal Information 
Tent. 


Make room for 
the evening 
crowd 


At 6 p.m. Saturday and 
Sunday, we will open the 
gates to an additional 1,000 
patrons for the evening main 
stage acts. Please help them 
feel welcome and make space 
for them when they arrive. 
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Stay seated 


Please don’t stand in front of 
others who are seated. They, 
too would like to see the show. 


Dance to your heart’s content 
at the sides of the stage, where 
there’s lots of room and you 
won’t block anyone’s view. 


Shh... 
keep it down 


Please be considerate and talk 
quietly during performances. 


Talk it out 


Please do your best to sort out 
disputes with your neighbors 
through friendly discussion. 


If all else fails ... 


If a polite request doesn’t work 
to resolve your concern, feel 
free to contact a Liaison 
Security crew member 
(wearing a bright yellow vest). 
Or you can ask for assistance at 
the Security tent, north of the 
main stage along the fence.

Wheelchair

e Parking is available near the 
main gate for vehicles 
marked with wheelchair tags. 


e Access crew volunteers are 
stationed at the main gate, 
Journal Information Tent 
and wheelchair sites. 


¢ People who use wheelchairs 
may listen to the main stage 
artists in a designated 
listening area just west of 
the main stage. 


e¢ Power lines on site are 
ramped or rerouted to 
reduce or eliminate 
obstacles and allow the free 
movement of wheelchairs. 


e In the event of inclement 
weather, volunteers will 
assist people with 
disabilities off the 
site or to sheltered 
areas as quickly 
and safely as 
possible. 












Visual 


If you have a visual 
disability, ask for the 
workshop schedule 
in Braille or large 
print. There is also a 
tactile map available 
at the Journal 
Information Tent, 
east of the main 
stage. 











For festival goers who are 
hard of hearing, there are: 


® magnetic induction loops at 
all performance areas 


¢ loop system receivers for 
those with no hearing aid or 
no T-switch. Receivers can 
be picked up and returned 
at the Journal Information 
alent, 


The magnetic induction loop 
system consists of an antenna 
placed beneath the sod ina 
25-square-foot area in front of 
the stage. 

e If you use a hearing aid 
equipped with a T-switch 
(telecoil), simply switch 
your aid to the “T” position. 

e Then sit within 12 feet of 
the blue hearing-access 
signs located in the centre 
of each looped area. 


e Your hearing aid will act as 
a receiver; no other 
equipment is required.

Seydou Zon lists his profession 
as griot and Burkina Faso as 
his country of origin. 

A griot is a carrier of 
knowledge, culture and 
tradition—the history of a 
people. Throughout the 
generations traditions are 
passed from parent to child. 
So, just as Seydou learned the 
songs, dances and 
instrumental traditions from 
his father, grandfather and 
other griots, he is passing these 
on to his own children who 
make up the remainder of 
Allakomi. 

Seydou was born in Burkina 
Faso’s second largest city, 
Bobo-Dioulasso, a centre 
famous for its cultural festivals. 
He and his children are 
members of the Marka people, 
and they sing in the Dioula 
language. 

Since the family’s arrival in 
Canada in 1995, Allakomi has 
performed the music of 
Burkina Faso and other west 
African countries. The group 


focuses on 
traditional 
song and 
dance, and 
even 
demonstrates 
construction 
techniques for 
many of their 
instruments. 
While 
Allakomi is not 
widely known 
beyond the 
Montreal area, Seydou 
performed for four years with 
Farafina, a world famous 
Burkina Faso ensemble. sp

Mhaonaigh (pronounced “Ma- 
RAID Nee WEE-nee’”), the 
group’s first album on a major 
label went platinum in Ireland 
(Blackwater, 1996). 

Altan’s brand of music 
distinguishes itself from that of 
the rest of the country. 
Originating in the northwest 
part of the country, the fiddle 
music in particular shares 
stylistic similarities with that of 
Scotland—a more vigorous 
approach with more of an up 
and down bowing technique 
and fewer notes per stroke. 

Altan isn’t, therefore, part 
of the new age wave of Irish 
music, but remains true to its 
traditional roots. Yes, they 
create some of their own 
material, but it wouldn’t sound 
out of place back in County 
Donegal. sa

First you hear the voice— rich, 
warm, remarkable. It’s a voice 
that suits the secret sharer, a 
woman who tells the truth. For 
more than 20 years, Joan 
Armatrading has done just 
that—in songs which are crafty, 
subtle and sublime. From Joan 
Armatrading to Walk Under 
Ladders to Key and The Shouting 
Stage, this writer’s body of work 
ranks among our time’s most 
memorable. Jazz-tinged or 
reggae-flavored, elegantly 
orchestrated or austerely 
arranged, Armatrading’s songs 
are in the truest sense soul 
music. Even at their boldest, 
when driven by her passionate 
guitar, they touch the listener 
like a whisper in the ear, like a 
heart-to-heart confession. 

Effortlessly eclectic, her 
sound ranges from spare folk 
to sophisticated pop—an apt 
mix for a performer born

under the palms of the West 
Indies and raised beneath the 
smokestacks of Birmingham, 
England. With her first guitar, 
a gift from her mother—a 
pawnshop exchange for two 
prams—Joan moved to 
London by the early ’70s and 
released her debut, Whatever’s 
for Us. The career that followed 
has seen the birth of classics 
“Love and Affection,” “Down 
to Zero,” “Drop the Pilot;” two 
Grammy nominations; 18 gold 
records in seven countries (by 
the year 1980); and consistent, 
enviable critical acclaim. 

All the while, no matter the 
accolades, Armatrading has 
focused on the music. “I write,” 
she says, “because I love it. I 
want to see what I can come up 
with, how much better my 
songwriting and guitar playing 
can get.” Such devotion pays 
off, with grace, breadth and 
power.

Waldemar Bastos comes to 
Edmonton via a circuitous 
route. He was born in Angola 
in 1954, and performed his 
own compositions through the 
°70s. Political conditions were 
more than oppressive, and 
Bastos was imprisoned at one 
point. 

From Angola he went to 


Portugal, and then to Brazil for 


much of the ’80s. Over the last 
10 years, he has lived in 
Portugal, with a sojourn in 
Paris. 

Bastos plays a nylon-stringed 
guitar, and his music has been 
described as Afro-Portuguese 
(Angola was a Portuguese 
colony) with Brazilian 
influences. His most recent 
album, Pretalus, was recorded 
in the U.S. and released last 
year on David Byrne’s Luaka 
Bop label. The album 
combines love songs with 


stories of Bastos’ Angolan 
homeland and its political 
strife. He describes his parents 
as having “devoted their lives 
to healing the body,” and adds 
“I have devoted mine to 
healing the soul.” SA

Jennifer Berezan’s roots reach 
back to Edmonton, but she 
honed her musical skills while 
attending college in Calgary. 
Now she’s a full-time 
performer who has played her 
own material throughout 
Europe and North America.

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certain parts of his anatomy 
were bigger, and even writes 
prose about sex that would 

probably outrage Madonna. 

His theories include the 
concept that once there’s a 
cure for AIDS, worldwide 
orgies will break out. He has 
also suggested that alien beings 
had sex with monkeys, thus 
creating the human race. You 
get the picture. 

Bern doesn’t write tidy 
couplets; loaded words, 
tangential logic and surreal 
imagery flow out of him. And 
he dresses like a hard-core 
rocker, taking on the persona 
of his hero, Lenny Bruce. 

If you spend too much time 
laughing or scratching your 
head—and you'll be inclined to 
do both-you might miss the 
poignancy and sobering 
messages in his songs, which 
are rarely as whimsical as they 
seem at first listen.

and for discounts on other Stony Plain artists.

In 1969, he notched up his first 
UK Top 10 hit with “Wonderful 
World, Beautiful People,” and 
in 71 starred and sang in the 
film The Harder They Come.

While many of his 
contemporaries in Jamaica 
were struggling during the 
mid-’80s to maintain their 
careers amid the onslaught of 
popular digital rhythms, 
Jimmy’s own career simply 
grew stronger.

The label was already home to 
many of his greatest triumphs, 
and Island’s belief in his 
abilities hadn’t wavered in 
nearly three decades.

Given her history, Iris 
DeMent’s third visit to the 
festival should generate a lot of 
interest. Back in ’93, she 
showed up on the heels of My 
Life, displaying a shy demeanor 
while she captured the 
audience with her powerful 
songs and heart-felt delivery. 
Four years later, she 
returned, having just 
completed another album, The 
Way I Should, which was 
supported by a number of 
musical heavyweights.

Alpha Yaya Diallo 


Alpha Yaya Diallo is an 
amazing artist of rare talent 
and ability. He is a composer 
and bandleader, an 
extraordinary guitarist, as well 
as multilingual and multi- 
instrumental. Alpha’s playing is 
both free and precise. As his 
compositions unfold, they 
evoke a sense of some 
powerful creative force 
working its way through him, 
resulting in a style that is 
uniquely his own. 

Alpha may have chosen 
Vancouver to launch his solo 
career, but this Guinean-born 
singer-songwriter has fused 
traditional African roots with 
western guitar influences and 
picked up Juno nominations in 





the process. He was at the 1991 
Vancouver Folk Music Festival 
at the tail end of a North 
American tour with the 
critically lauded Guinean band 
Fatala when he decided to let 
his contract lapse so he could 
remain there. 

Diallo’s specialty is 
combining the standard drum 
set, electric or acoustic guitar 
and bass with exotic African 
sounds such as balafon, 
djembe and other percussion 
instruments. He’s been doing 
this since he was a boy, much 
to the consternation of his 
doctor father, who feared 
music was no way to make a 
living. Diallo is now celebrating 
the release of his new album, 
The Message, the first release on 
Chieftain Paddy Maloney’s new 
Wicklow label. cw 


Floyd Dixon 


Living Blues has summed up 
Floyd Dixon, or “Mr. 
Magnificent” as he is 
affectionately known, in the 
following words: “A musical 
genius excelling at vibrant, 
exuberant jump blues, rockin’ 
piano boogies and 
sophisticated West Coast blues, 
impeccable piano technique, 
fabulous timing, and a voice 
like a foghorn.” 


Dixon cites Charles Brown, 
Amos Milburn, and 
particularly Louis Jordan as 
major musical influences. 
Dixon is the man who urged 
Ray Charles to move from his 
smooth, Nat King Cole vocals 
of early years toward a more 
rambunctious, gospel-tinged 
style. Dixon is also the man 
who helped create, define and 
develop the West Coast jump 
blues genre. He first gained 
recognition in the ’50s with 
hits like “Telephone Blues,” 
“Call Operator 210,” and “Hey 
Bartender,” which was later 
covered by the Blues Brothers. 
This self-taught pianist’s 
unpretentious style and 
unabashed energy continually 
catapult his audiences into the 
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thick of his powerful 
performances. 

His latest album, Wake Up 
and Live!, was awarded a W.C. 
Handy Award for Comeback 
Album of the Year and has 
further solidified the Texas 


native’s international following. 


The CD has a vintage 1950’s 
sound and contains Dixon’s 
unique brand of bounding, 
momentous R&B and 
unhurried blues, both of which 
have made him the American 
legend he is today. LG

Two things are apparent when 
listening to Alejandro 
Escovedo’s music. First, his 
songs read like a journey, 
complete with dead ends, 
unexpected slopes and forks in 
the road. His songs seem to 
consistently emerge at the end 
of each road not weathered, 
but even more poignant. 
Second, even within lyrics 
involving pain, solitude and 
loss, there’s a feeling of hard- 
earned optimism and 
unexpected but unmistakable 
romance that leaves an equally 
unmistakable effect on his 
audiences. 

If anyone can write the 
hard-nosed heartbreaker, it’s 
Alejandro. This singer- 
songwriter from Austin, Texas 
simultaneously explores hurt 
and healing, and wraps them 
up in a melody that is sure to 
exhilarate, whether it’s a full- 
on rock and roll tune, an 
aching country and western 
ballad, or a pared down 
acoustic exploration. His latest 
album, Bourbonitis Blues, follows 
1998's critically hailed CD More 
Miles Than Money. 

Seattle Weekly describes 
Alejandro Escovedo according 
to this Canadian standard: 
“imagine Leonard Cohen with 
a musical foundation, a punk- 
rock attitude and sudden urges 
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to rock out.” The New Britain 
CT Herald exclaims, “If ever 
there was an unsung hero of 
American roots music, it is 
Alejandro Escovedo.”

He’s hailed as one of the 
catalysts who has brought 
traditional Scottish music into 
the so-called modern era. 
Archie Fisher traces his roots 
through his mother, Morag 
MacDonald, who grew up ona 
Gaelic-speaking island in the 
Outer Hebrides. She moved to 
Glasgow and married John, his 
father, and Archie was born in 


1939, the second of seven 
children. 

With his mother’s Gaelic 
roots (it was her first language), 
and his father’s eclectic 
musical tastes (from opera to 
traditional ballads), the 
children grew up in a truly 
musical household. From 
those Scottish roots, Fisher has 
branched out—travelling and 
taking in influences from 
Leadbelly and Woody Guthrie 
in the ’50s, through the 
resurgence of traditional music 
in subsequent decades. 

Fisher toured with Tommy 
Makem and Liam Clancy in 
the *70s. He was a particular 
friend of Stan Rogers and also 
toured with Garnet Rogers. 
Although Fisher has one foot 
firmly planted in traditional 
music, the way he combines his 
guitar and vocal stylings is 
considered interpretive. More

A true socialist at heart, 
Glasgow-born Dick Gaughan 
has resisted the current trend 
towards “fey” and mystical in 
the British folk tradition. 
Though he’s a wizard on the 
guitar, a fine singer and an 


inspired songwriter, his work is 
determinedly “unpretty.” It was 
his influence that put the Boys 
of the Lough and the Scots- 
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Irish band Five Hand Reel on 
the cutting-edge of a strong 
working-class revival. His 
powerful Handful of Earth, 
released in 1981, has also been 
named the “album of the 
decade” by a Folk Roots critics’ 
poll. 

After Handful of Earth, along 
with a never ending schedule 
of world tours, Gaughan was 
instrumental in bringing 
together several Scottish super 
groups for the Clan Alba 
project, released in 1996. His 
own 796 release, Sail On, has 
been referred to as “a hearty 
meal of songs, each to be 
digested individually and over 
time,” and Gaughan himself is 
called “Scotland’s head and 
conscience” (Dirty Linen, Dec. 
1996). 

In his new recording, 
Redwood Cathedral, Gaughan 
exploits the possibilities of his 
voice and his guitar in some of 
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the most beautiful and 
thought-provoking songs ever 
written. Though two of the 
songs on the new album are 
Gaughan’s own, he tells how 
important it is for singers to 
sing other people’s songs. 
Otherwise, he says, songs 
would be lost as writers die. AK

Gilmore 
The universe of West Texas is 
distilled from just two 
elements: land and sky. They 
keep one another balanced, in 
symmetrical counterpoint, with 
the horizon as an elusive point 
of reference. It is left to the 
intangible presence of light to 
invest them with meaning and 
magic. In this most unadorned 
of landscapes, moonlight and 
sunlight, weightless though 
they are, charge the plains, the 
Caprock ridges and the 
overarching sky with

improbably transcendental 
power. 

And, so it is with the music 
of Jimmie Dale Gilmore. The 
essential elements are the 
tonal variations of the human 
voice and the plucked guitar 
string, arranged according to 
familiar patterns—folk, blues, 
country and rock and roll. 
Gilmore’s music emits its own 
light—a luminosity which 
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renders the musically 
commonplace elusive, alluring 
and resonant. It is this quality 
which led one Rolling Stone 
writer to describe the contents 
of Gilmore’s most recent 
album, Braver New World, as 
“songs [which] defer to no one 
and nothing but the desolate 
beauty of his own music.” 

Gilmore was born in 
Amarillo, Texas in 1945. His 
father played electric guitar in 
a Panhandle honky-tonk band, 
following in the two-stepping 
footsteps of Webb Pierce and 
Lefty Frizzel. But it was the 
acoustic guitar that seemed to 
offer Jimmie Dale the key to 
musical mysteries. 

“Tam a folk musician,” he 
asserted one day, “Jama 
traditionalist. But the tradition 
that I was born into was a 
whole bunch of radio music. 
And the folk music that ’ma 
product of is everything from 
Hank Williams and Elvis and 
Little Richard and the Beatles. 
That, to me, is folk music.” CW 


Nanci Griffith & 
The Blue Moon 
Orchestra 


“During the Christmas holidays 
of 1986, I organized a band of 
musicians to work this road of 
touring and to pass effortlessly 
through mine fields of studio 
sessions,” writes Nanci Griffith 
in the liner notes to her new 
album Blue Roses From The 
Moons. “They chose the name, 
the Blue Moon Orchestra, 
from my third album, Once In 
A Very Blue Moon. “Through 
these 10-something years, the 
sound has become its own with 
the talents of this band. The 
road and the years have flown 
by ... my hair has grown blue 
to match the moon; the roses 
keep coming, and my writing 
has gone home to its roots. ” 
Born in Seguin, Texas, 
singer-songwriter Griffith 
brilliantly straddles the

boundary between folk and 
country music, with occasional 
nods to the mainstream rock 
audience. Griffith’s mother was 
an amateur actress and her 
father a member of a 
barbershop quartet. They 
passed on their interest in 
performance to Nanci, and, 
although she majored in 
education at the University of 
Texas, in 1977 she chose a 
career in music, by which time 
she had been performing in 
public for 10 years. 

Rolling Stone dubbed Nanci 
“the Queen of Folkabilly,” 
while Telegraph Magazine called 
her the “torch-bearer of 
American folk music.” 
Griffith’s body of work 
includes some of country 
music’s most enduring hits, 
including Willie Nelson and 
Emmylou Harris’ version of 
Gulf Coast Highway, Kathy 
Mattea’s Love at the Five and 
Dime and Suzy Bogguss’ 
Outbound Plane, as well as over 
a dozen wonderfully inventive, 
literate and acclaimed solo 
albums. 

Highlights of Griffith’s 
career include five Grammy 
nominations and her first win 
for Best Contemporary Folk 
Performance in 1993 for Other 
Voices, Other Rooms. She also 
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received two Grammys for her 
performances on albums by 
the Chieftains. Cw

Since then, Inti-Ilimani 
(Inti meaning sun and Illimani 
referring to a mountain near 
La Paz, Bolivia) has developed 
an inviting blend of Andean, 
Latin, Sardinian, Italian, 
African, Flamenco and 
European musical styles. 

Between them, the seven 
members of Inti-Illimani use 
about 30 instruments to convey 
this style, including stringed 
instruments like the guitar and 
the charango, wind 
instruments like the zampona 
and the quena, as well as a 
wide variety of percussion 
instruments, from congas to 
dried legumes. Both their 
discography and list of awards 
read like a novel, since they’ve 
recorded over 28 albums and 
won countless prizes and 
distinctions since the birth of 
the group. 


Inti-Ilimani 





Inti-Illimani’s heart-warming 
and engaging music carries 
with it a distinct purpose. The 
group places a large emphasis 
on cultural diversity and 
tolerance. As a result, the 
group’s music became an 
anthem for leftist intellectuals 
in Chile who were struggling 
during the ’70s for a more 
compassionate system. After 
being exiled from their 
homeland in 1973 and 
spending 14 years on what they 
call the longest tour of their 
lives, they agree that the 
opportunity to blend their 
message with the powerful 
medium of music should not 
be overlooked. LG

and Bamada 

Malian guitarist and vocalist 
Habib Koité is forging his own 
path through Mali music, that 
much is certain. What remains 
uncertain is the next move 
he'll make. 

Koité and his band, 
Bamada, are true innovators. 
According to Habib himself, 
their goal is to maintain a 
balance between the traditions 
of their past (he comes from a 
distinguished lineage of griots, 
the equivalent to hereditary 
court musicians) and Western 
musical technique. At the 
urging of an uncle, Koité 
abandoned his ambition to 
become an engineer and 
instead enrolled at the 
National Institute of Arts in 
Bamako, Mali. And the rest, as 
they say, is history. 

Koité belongs to a select 
group of musicians who work

both within and outside of 
tradition, developing a style 
which strikes a key with Mali 
youth. They sing about society 
in transition, and of 


friendship, culture and racism. 


Couple this with Koité’s soft 


tenor voice and non- 
traditional guitar playing, 
and you get a show that 
radiates both warmth and 
originality. 

Malian music is known 
for its connection to 
contemporary blues, jazz 
and rock. Koité himself 
draws upon flamenco, 
blues guitar riffs, 
harmonica and Islamic 
chant. His recently 
released second album, Ma 
Ya, has made him a legend 
in Malian music and a 
talent that will constantly 
move forward into new 
territory. LG

Jez Lowe & 
The Bad Pennies 


By the time Jez Lowe recorded 
his first album in 1980, he had 
already served a musical 
apprenticeship in the thriving 
traditional music scene of his 
native northeast England. Over 
several years he had played in a 
variety of groups, usually in 
partnership with Ged Foley. 
When Foley joined the 
Battlefield Band at the turn of 
the decade, Lowe began an 
illustrious solo career, signing 
with Cumbria-based Fellside 
Records for the first of eight 
acclaimed albums. 

It is as a songwriter that 
Lowe has found most acclaim. 
His songs of northern England 
are among the most widely 
sung on the British scene and 
have been covered by artists as 
far away as California and 
Australia. His song “Back in 
Durham Jail” has been covered 
by no less than 14 different 
artists. As a live performer, 
Lowe is one of the busiest 
people on the British acoustic 
music circuit and has toured 
all over Europe, North 
America and Australia. As a 
recording artist, he has 
consistently been Fellside’s top 
seller. 

In 1990 Jez Lowe began 
working with The Bad Pennies, 
a quartet of singers and 
musicians with whom he has 
recorded three albums. They

have gone on to be one of 
England’s top folk bands,

Donal Lunny’s biography reads 
like a Who’s Who of Irish music 
from the past 30 years—he was 
a founding member of Planxty, 
The Bothy Band and Moving 
Hearts, and that’s just a start. 

Folklore’s web site 
(www.rootsworld.com/ 
folklore) describes him as the 
“architect of modern Irish 
music” who has influenced 
such groups as The Chieftains 
and The Waterboys. Those 
influences stem from the early 
*70s and his work with Planxty, 
when they combined 
traditional songs with unusual 
instruments and arrangements 
while maintaining contact with 
the music’s roots. 

As a player, Lunny has also 
gained notoriety for his work 
on the Irish bouzouki, an 
instrument he designed and 
commissioned. He’s produced 
for an array of artists, from Rod 
Stewart, Kate Bush and Elvis 
Costello to Loreena McKennitt 
and Baaba Maal, as well.

Besata Jean Longin was born 
in Antananarivo, Madagascar’s 
capital. He learned to play 
guitar in Madagascar’s dance 
style, called salegy. But an 
introduction to the music of 
Jimi Hendrix changed his life, 
and soon Madagascar Slim was 
born. 

Though an immersion in 
blues resulted in him 
developing a bicultural style, 
the transformation did not 
stop there. In 1979, 
Madagascar Slim came to 
Canada to study accounting, 
but music was still in his blood, 
and in 1980 he was performing 
again as a founding member of 
the French-Canadian 


ensemble, La Ridaine. 
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Astudy grant anda trip 
home allowed him to learn to 
play the valiha, the bamboo 
zither of the Malgache. By 
combining his love of the blues 
with the music of his home 
country, Madagascar Slim 
fashioned a very personal 
approach to world music— 
infectious, passionate and full 
of complex rhythms sure to

Oliver Mtukudzi

While Thomas Mapfumo may 
be the best-known artist from 
Zimbabwe on the world music 
scene, Oliver Mtukudzi is by 
far the country’s best-selling 
artist. 

Lovingly called Tuku for 
short, his recording career 
began in the mid-1970s with 
the Wagon Wheels, a band 
which also featured Mapfumo. 
After Wagon Wheels rolled to 
fame in southern Africa, Tuku 
formed The Black Spirits, the 
band that backs him to this 
day. 

His 36 albums reflect a 
variety of African influences, 
including chimurenga 
sound inspired by the hypnotic 
rhythms of the mbira (thumb 
piano); mpaqanga, the 
energetic Zimbabwean pop 
style JIT; and the traditional 
kateke drumming of Tuku’s 
clan, the Korekore.

Apart from the uniqueness 
of his music, Tuku’s enduring 
popularity is due mainly to the 
power of his lyrics. Most of his 
songs focus on the social and 
economic issues of people’s 
daily lives. Along with an 
infectious sense of humor and 
optimism, his appeal is 
universal. 

The music and songs of this 
prolific yet under-rated African 
musician are simply 
inspirational. One of Tuku’s 
biggest fans is Bonnie Raitt, 
who was so moved by his music 
that she penned “One Belief 
Away” on her Fundamental CD.

Graham Parker 
Graham Parker has been 
revered by critics and his rabid 
fans for more than two 
decades. His ingenious blend 
of classic soul and British New 
Wave angst made him a stand- 
out in the late 1970’s glut of 
power pop bands. 

Parker burst onto the 
British music scene at the 
dawn of the New Wave/Punk 





era. Years of pumping gas and 
other blue-collar jobs turned 
him into a tightly wound coil 
—an angry young man, full of 
talent, waiting to spring forth. 
Backed by his white-hot band 
of pub rockers, The Rumour, 
Parker released three of the 
most heavily praised albums of 
the era, Howlin” Wind, Heat 
Treatment and Squeezing Out the 
Sparks. Rolling Stone claimed 
the later album was one of the 
top 25 albums to be released 
between 1960 and 1985. 

Through the ’80s, Parker 
continued along an immensely 
creative path, refusing to 
follow trends and fashions, and 
releasing yet more critically 
acclaimed albums— The Up 
Escalator, The Real Macaw and 
The Mona Lisa's Sister. 

In the ’90s, Parker has been 
as visible and viable as ever, 
releasing the critically lauded 
Struck by Lightning. In 1993 he 


was also the subject of a 
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comprehensive and well- 
received two-CD anthology, 
Passion is an Ordinary Word. 

Never one to shy away from 
breaking new ground, Parker 
has always been capable of 
great pop songs, yet one can 
never tell when he’s going to 
come up with another classic. 
This is for certain, however, 
when Parker reaches into his 
musical bag of tricks, the show 
is as memorable as great music 
is ever likely to get. sp 


If you’re from Edmonton, 
you've no doubt seen Ron 
Pearson at one of this city’s 
many festivals.

Her 
combo, which includes Tom 
Mennier on piano and Lily 
Lanken, daughter of Anna 
McGarrigle, on backup vocals, 
is gathering momentum as a 
stellar pop ensemble in New 
York . 

Into her strong folk 
background, Martha infuses 
her own Billie Holliday-ish style 
and her astonishing wisdom 
and vulnerability. As The New 
York Times stated in February of 
this year, “Her songwriting is 
much more adventurous and 
vivacious than the average 
Lilith Fair wannabe, and she 
deftly gives shape to the 
thoughts and feelings zooming 
around inside her.” Enough 
said.

Rufus Wainwright 


“Someone called it ‘modern 
standards.’ Someone else 
called it ‘popera.’ I classify my 
music as entertainment. You're 
there; I’m the show. I’m here 
to serve you.” 

This let’s-put-on-a-show 
attitude marks Rufus 
Wainwright as a spiritual 
descendant of the crooners of 
yore. His dramatic, piano- 
driven pop is very much in the 
tradition of classic American 
song, from Stephen Foster to

Tin Pan Alley to Brian Wilson. 
But his rich, world-weary 
baritone and seductive 
melodies, as his self-titled 
album (DreamWorks Records) 
clearly demonstrates, are 
unmistakably contemporary. 
The son of two acclaimed 
musical artists and singer- 
songwriters, Loudon 
Wainwright III and Kate 
McGarrigle, Wainwright grew 
up in Canada with his mother. 
He and his sister Martha sang 
and played from an early age. 
“Apparently, when I was a baby, 
my mother was singing ‘Old 
MacDonald’ to me, and I 
responded in the same key,” he 
relates. “That’s when it started. 
Later on, we learned to sing 
rounds, then to play piano, all

For Wainwright, good work 
songs that bring to mind their 
inspiration every time they’re 
played will always triumph, 
whatever the fads of the 
marketplace.

player, and his father was a 
writer, so it seems natural that 
White was soon scribbling 
lyrics and poems too. His first 
poem, which he wrote at age 
nine, was called “Riots,” 
proving that he wasn’t too 
young to be socially and 
politically aware. 

White’s first single, 
“Religious Persuasion,” was 
released in 1985, followed by 
his first solo album, Rave on 
Andy White, in 1986. “Yer man 
is brilliant,” said the Melody 
Maker album review. More 
successes followed rapidly: five 
more solo albums, a world 
tour, and Ireland’s top 
songwriting award, twice. 

White was also part of 
several successful 
collaborations: writing with 
Peter Gabriel and Neil Finn, 
touring with Van Morrison and 
Mary Black, recording Altitude 
(Parlophone) with ALT (Liam 
O’Maonlai and Tim Finn). 

Last year, White toured 
Canada, appearing at both the 
Winnipeg and Calgary folk 
festivals to introduce his album 
Teenage. This year he’s 
travelling with yet another new 
album, andywhite. compilation, 
and getting rave reviews.

personality have attracted 
some of the country’s finest 
musicians to accompany him 
on the road and in the studio. 

Through the years, White 
has played most of the major 
Canadian folk festivals, 
including the launch of 
Edmonton’s in 1980. This is his 
fifth appearance here! 

White, who has seven 
albums to his credit, has also 
made numerous TV 
appearances, including five 
performances on the Jommy 
Hunter Show. He has toured 
with the Ozark Mountain Dare 
Devils, Hoyt Axton, Valdy, Ian 
Tyson, Tanya Tucker, Merle 
Haggard and Crystal Gayle. 
And he has been nominated 
for a number of Junos during 
his musical career. 

In 1987, he put aside his 
guitar to settle down and work 
as a plumber in Chemainus on 
Vancouver Island, but music 
proved to be just too 
irresistible.

Tim Williams has a special 
relationship with the 
Edmonton Folk Music Festival 
and returns after his most 
recent appearance in 1996. 
Over the years, he’s lived a 
number of musical lives, and 
he credits the festival with a 
role in his most recent 
incarnation. 

His career dates back to the 
southern California of the late 
60s, when he was a young 
blues player in the coffee 
house scene. By the time he 
was 19, he was opening shows 
for John Fahey and Hoyt 
Axton and on his way to a 
record deal by the age of 21. 

Williams continued to 
develop a reputation as a 
singer-songwriter and multi- 
instrumentalist before moving 
to Vancouver in 1970. There 
he continued in the same vein, 
opening for the likes of Albert 
Collins, Lightnin’ Hopkins and 
Taj Mahal until the disco 
drought of the mid-’70s. 

Williams turned to country 
music and eventually left full- 
time performing for logging, 
ranch work and radio 
announcing. He kept up 
occasional weekend gigs until 
his visit to our festival in 1988 
brought about a rebirth. 

Since then, he’s 
returned to the 
concert, festival and 
club circuit, both solo 
and as a member of 
Triple Threat. He just 
released a collaboration 
with Big Dave McLean 
called Fellow Travelers, 
and he recently won 
four awards from Real 
Blues I magazine: Top 
CD, Best Acoustic Blues 
Artist, Best Producer, 
and Best Acoustic Blues 
CD—all in the 
Canadian section. SA

This violin and guitar duo is 
the product of three somewhat 
disparate elements: Willie, 
Lobo and a bar owner. 
Violinist Willie was playing the 
same bar as classical guitar 
playing Lobo when the bar 
owner decided maybe they 
should play together. These 
circumstances may not seem 
particularly unusual—until you 
consider that Willie is from 
Florida, Lobo is Bavarian, and 
the bar they were playing is in 
Puerta Vallarta. 

Since the two musicians got 
together, the results have been 
as diverse as their travels. From 
Jimi Hendrix, salsa, Middle 
Eastern chants, Irish jigs and 
Scottish/Appalachian reels to 
zydeco and tex mex—Willie 
and Lobo share musical 
experiences and complement 
one another’s styles. 

Their approach to making 
music together has been 
described as “instantaneous 
combustion” with a generous 
helping of passion. 


Bob Wiseman 


Born in what the Chinese 
call the “Year of the Used Van,” 
Bob Wiseman has travelled 
hundreds of thousands of 
kilometres performing his 
emotional and “libelous” songs 
of confrontation. Never one to 
shy away from naming those 
whom he sees as the political 









villains of the World, Bob’s 
charged lyrics are as strong as 
ever. 

With nine recordings to his 
credit and a nomination in the 
Juno category for best male 
anti-imperialist with a nose 
ring, where does he find time 
to be the compost for CBC- 
TV’s Twitch City series, Life 
Network's Pet Project, Vision TV’s 
Spiritual Literacy and Bruce 
MacDonald’s TV film American 
Whisky Bar? And if that isn’t 
enough, Wiseman has also 
produced over 35 recordings 
for such artists as Ron 
Sexsmith, Edie Brickell and 
Bruce MacUlloch; and finds 
time to maintain his record 
company God Finds Cats. 

Originally from Winnipeg 
but now based in the Toronto 
area, Bob claims he can’t 
remember ever not playing 
music. Being the youngest in 
his family, he does remember 
being stuck playing pot lids. 
This might explain Bob’s 
approach to playing live, where 
he often appears to be 
wrestling with his keyboard 
more than playing it. He 
extracts sound from every part 
of his piano using his fingers, 
fists and elbows, and he’s 
versatile enough to pick up any 
other instrument on stage. Bob 
Wiseman is poet, minstrel and 
clown all rolled into one, a 
champion of the politically 
exploited, and an expert 
musician. CW

Atlantic Canada has been good 
to the festival, and this year, 
Prince Edward Island has 
contributed fiddler Richard 
Wood. A two-time winner of 
the Don Messer Memorial 
Trophy for top Maritime 
fiddler, he’s won numerous 
championships for step 
dancing, as well as fiddling. 
Last year he also won the East 
Coast Music Award for 
Instrumental Artist and Roots/ 
Traditional Artist. 

The east coast is a haven for 
traditional Celtic music; in fact, 
Scottish musicians have said 
the music is closer to 
traditional roots than that of 
Europe. Because of this, Wood 
is gaining a following in 
Europe. He’s been performing 
for more than a decade, but 
last year he spent two months 
touring the British Isles, 
Germany, France, Belgium and 
Denmark. 

Known as a virtuoso 
musician, he also writes his 
own tunes, taking innovative 
approaches to Celtic jigs, reels 
and strathspeys, interspersed 
with airs and polkas. sa

As you survey the site from 
the hill, think back on all the 
changes—-site expansions, 
walkways, new stage tents, the 
redesign of stages | and 7, 
increased power supply and 
our enhanced ability to deal 
with rain. Throw in community 
and customer relations, and 
you can gauge what Don Snider, 
our production manager, has 
brought to the festival. 

Now, think of the logistics of 
flights (and flight changes), 
hotel rooms, scheduling, 
immigration, performer pay, 
contracts and publicity. Throw 
in some performer bookings 
and you have the work of Lorie 
Miseck. 

No one has been more 
“hands on” in this festival in 
the last 10 years than our 
administrator, who arranged all 
the banking, hiring, grant 
applications, accounting, office 
managing, ticketing, 
sponsoring, etc. That person is 
Roberta Magnusson, and I’m 
proud to be her friend and to 
have been her co-worker as we 
worried about every rainfall 
and celebrated every artist 
confirmation. Roberta has had 
to leave us on long-term

disability, and she says she won’t 
be able to come back. We miss 
her terribly. 

All the office staff are ably 
supported by students and short- 
term contractors (see staff photo 
on page 88). Among them are 
Richard Stuart, who has been 
promoted to administrator after 
several years of running our box 
office, and Jocelyn Babcock, who 
handles performer submissions, 
crafts, food concessions, 
parking, etc. Jocelyn leaves us 
this year to move to Calgary 
(love does that). 

All of these people contribute 
a great deal to the success—and 
the spirit—of the festival. So, the 
next time you read about all I 
do—well, now you know better. 

For now, I hope you will sit 
back and enjoy as our 20" 
annual folk festival unfolds in a 
great country, in a great festival 
town, on a great site, with a great 
audience and great performers 
and—why not?—in great weather.

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A few housekeeping matters 


Currently we sell 10,000 weekend passes— 
3,500 through TicketMaster and 6,500 from 
our Office, in person or by phone. Next 
year, we plan to have tickets go on sale on 
June 1 again. Our policies are designed to 
be fair. Let us know how we are doing and if 
there are positive changes we can 
introduce. (There are no plans to increase 
capacity or sell Saturday and Sunday day 
passes due to concerns about over 
crowding). By the way, TicketMaster sold 
out of tickets in less than an hour, and our 
office sold out at 7 p.m. on June 1. 
Overnight lineups on Friday and Saturday 
are another concern. Do we need to address 
this issue? If you have a well-thought-out 
solution, again let us know. 

I have been on a rant about the cost of 
concert tickets for the past couple of 
months—although it just emphasizes how 
good a bargain the folk festival is by 
comparison. Instead of complaining, I hope 
to bring in more top-quality concerts at 
reasonable ticket prices. Watch out for a 
double bill of Paco Pena and Inti-Illimani at 
the Winspear on October 13.

short form. It is very difficult. When something is part of your life —good and 
bad — for 20 years it's very hard to summarize. But here goes... 

1980 - Alberta turns 75 years old, the Edmonton Folk Music Festival 
is born. Gold Bar Park is our home. There were many problems, security and 
park and ride the main ones. The sun sets on August 10th, 1980 and we know 
we will survive another year. 

We find a new home in Gallagher Park - perfect. We have what every 
festival would wish for — a natural amphitheatre, on a bus line, and easy to 
secure the site. 

There are 20-year members who gave their all to the festival — money 
and time. | was asked to join the board in 1982 and remained there until the 
festival had a major problem and | quit my job to work for the festival. | worked 
just 10 months, between two festivals, until we got on our feet. Then back to the 
board to help plan our 10th anniversary celebrations. The first ten years (the 
hardest ones) saw me on the board for seven years. | have the distinct honour 
of holding two lifetime memberships with the festival — the first one in 1983 
and the second one in 1990. 

My whole family volunteered in the first years. Still Jim and | do what 
we are asked. Jim worked security for a long time and then was a schlepper in 
the kitchen and on site. He remembers going to pick up a bass and having to 
put the neck through the window of the truck. The instrument's owner nearly 
had a fit. Those were the days when we had to beg and borrow everything. | 
have been the Box Office Coordinator, Site Cook and worker, Bingo Coordina- 
tor, Performer Payroll, you name it. In the early 80s the Site Cook worked 
outside by the rink shack with a tent for cover. We ran a nursery for the trades 
people's children. They did the pot wash up. Jim remembers when we slept in 
our truck and camper on site for night security. Stan Rogers loved to practice 
there as he could usually find a cold beer. 

| remember Oscar Brand wanting to sleep in the box office trailer as 
he was so tired from the party the night before. The box office was the only 
secure facility on site. 

We have grown and with it had our problems, but we are now 20 
years old and should rejoice. We have risen from the brink of bankruptcy to 
owning our own home. 

Jim and | want to thank the festival for bringing so many wonderful 
people into our lives — friends and performers. Because of the festival Jim was 
the father of the bride (we have no daughters) and when my friend Michael was 
married | was his best man. Both of these events were with people we met 
through the festival. 

Thank you's must go out to the dreamers who got us started, the 
volunteers who have kept us on the road, the performers who have brought us 
such wonderful music, and the staff of today who maintain our dream. Happy 
20th anniversary!
